The agreement bound them not only 


to make war indissolubly together 
but also to make peace after it in a 
common front under the 1940 three- 
power pact. 


Foreign minister Shingenori Togo 


declared the German-Italian war dec- 
larations "together with the mai-cel- 
ous achievements of Imperial (Japan) 
armed forces unfold a bright future 
for the Japanese empire which is pro- 
ceeding with construction of a new 
world order." 


He said the, three-power agreement 
provided: 


Article 1: "Japan, Germany and 


Italy shall prosecute the war forced 
on them by the United States and 
the British empire with all the force- 
ful means at their command until it 
ends in their victory. 


Article 2: "Japan, Germany and 


Italy pledge that without complete 
understanding 
between 
themselves 


they will not conclude an armistice or 
peace with the United 
States or 
Britain. 


Article 3: "Japan, Germany and 


Italy after the victorious end of the 
war will cooperate most closely to- 
gether on a basis of the tripartite pact 
concluded on 'September 27, 1940 in 
order to attain a new order. 


Article 4: "The present arrange- 


ment came into force immediately as 
it is signed and will remain jn force 
for the whole duration of the tri- 
partite pact concluded on Septembei

The order, effective this Thursday 


was issued by Donald M. Nelson, pri- 
orities director, on the recommenda- 
tion of the OPM's Civilian Supply Di- 
vision. "Severe penalties," the OPM 
said, are provided for violation of 
the order, 


"The prohibition means," the an- 


nouncement said, "that no new auto- 
mobile, truck, bus or motorcycle, farm 
implement or other type of tire or 
tube may be sold by anyone—includ- 
ing tire stores both wholesale and re- 
tail; filling stations, automobile deal- 
ers or any others—except on pref- 
erence rating orders of A-3 or higher. 


"The restriction does not apply to 


the sale of used tires and tubes, re- 
treaded tires, or to the sale of tires 
and tubes furnished with new 
used automotive vehicles. 


"Although the prohibition on tire 


sales is effective until December 22, 
a more permanent plan for control- 
ing distribution of tires is to be 
worked out."

'Blood Bank' Saves 
First Life of 
Naval Action

WASHINGTON—The 
capital re- 
ports: 


That the Army-Navy "blood bank" 


has saved its first life of a man 
wounded under fire. 


la this case it was a naval officer. 


When the U.S.S. Kearney was tor- 
pedoed off Iceland, one of the ser- 
iously "wounded was a young officer. 
Doctors on the rescue ship radioed 
Iceland that only injections of blood 
plasma could save his life. 


Out from our Iceland base went a 


fast plane and circling over the ship, 
dropped the needed plasma in a para- 
chute. The naval officer is alive 
today. 


The story leaked out, without names, 


only because the Red Cross is trying 
desperately to convince that its blood 
bank drive is a vital necessity in na- 
tional defense. The Red Cross so far 
has had some 20,000 donations of blood. 
About 15,000 of these donations have 
been turned over to the Army and 
Navy, the rest held for home defense 
and domestic emergencies. Just how 
much of a drop in the blood bank 
bucket that is may be rapidly cal- 
culated. The Army and Navy together 
say they need a reserve of at least 
200.000 donations. 


That October (it takes about this 


long to get the national figures col- 
lected) was the first month when "lit- 
tle business" unemployment and a 
slackening in cantonment and defense 
plant housing construction began to 
gam on national defese hiring.

.slightly less, insteadHof showing,,the 
usual seasonal increase; and applica- 
tions fbr jobs jumped 7 per cent to 
approximately 1,300,000. ' 


In all of the states which reported 


one or more adverse conditions—In- 
diana, Kansas, Louisiana, New Jersey, 
California, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Maine, New Hamp- 
shire were particularly mentioned— 
the causes were one or more of three; 
seasonal layoffs; priorities resulting in 
a shortage of materials; and comple- 
tion of big defense construction jobsl 


The report, although far from en- 


tirely pessimistic, was the first hint 
developing unemployment conditions 
which some government officials have 
been predcting for nearly a year. 


That December is a high water mark
